A person can still be charged with in­ 
toxication offenses if he to driving while 


intoxicated, using a weapon while in­ 
toxicated or to drunk in church or public 
buildingi. 
The abandoned vehicle ordinance gives 
the city the right to dispose of abandoned 
vehicles if the owner cannot be located. 
Vehicles less than 10 years old will be sold 
at public auction. Those over 10 years old 
will be sold for junk. The proceeds will be 
put into the city’s general hind. 
The ordinance also gives the city the 
authority to have vehicles removed from 
private or public property. 
The city previously had no ordinance 
covering the disposal of abandoned vehicles 
and was forced to sell all cars for junk, 
because they could not get clear title to 
them.

The ordinance also requires the dogs be 
kept seven days instead of 48 hours as in the 
past. A seven day waiting period is required 
by state law.

IF WE CAN KEEP IT 
Hie concept of a free press was laid down before the 
American revolution by Sir William Blackstone as 
follows: 
“The liberty of the press is indeed essential to the 
nature of a free state, but this consistes of laying no 
previous restraints upon publication, and not in freedom 
from censure for criminal matter when published.” 
The Founding Fathers knew some had a fear of 
democracy as well as a fear of despotism. The best cure 
they found that disposed of these fears was guarantee of 
freedom of speech and freedom of the press which was 
• rirorporated into the First Amendment. 
James Madison drafted the First Amendment: 
“Congress shall make no law abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press.” Thomas Jefferson cautioned us 
when he said “Our liberty depends on the freedom of the 
press and that cannot be limited without being lost.” 
Alexis de Tocqueville observed in the 1830’s that an 
independent press constituted the chief element of 
freedom in the modern world. A nation which is deter­ 
mined to remain free is therefore right indemanding the 
unrestrained exercise of this independence. 
In this schizophrenic, nuclear area the spokesmen for 
sanity should be the calm journalistic voices, but in 
spite of the unhappiness with our society the press owes 
the people absolute intellectual honesty. It must continue 
to tell them how it is, painful as it may be for them as well 
as the press. If given the truth the people can be 
depended upon to meet any national crisis. 
The great point is to bring them the truth. Public 
opinion based on our misinformation will put our country 
into great trouble. The truth can be like a sleeping giant, 
slow to rouse, but magnificent in its strength. In arriving 
at the truth, the press should not inflame the public 
purposely, but neither should it lull the public into a false 
sense of security. 
Our press is not a tenant of political power and that is 
why aimobt nothing goes on in government that is not 
examined, re-examined, plumbed, analyzed, guessed 
about, criticized and caricatured by the media. All this 
affects the American people, as it should. But that 
doesn’t mean that they necessarily accept it as revealed 
truth. 
The virtue of liberty, and the ground (Hi which we may 
best justify our belief in it, is that it will tolerate errors in 
order to serve the truth. 
Hie press naturally wants to report all the news that is 
fit to print, and at times its concern with the rights of the 
accused to a fair and impartial trial may appear 
see ndir . C\ 
hand, individual judges, overly 
concerned with a fair trial, may underrate the right of 
the people to be fully informed. Judges need to better 
understand the joi,rnalist’s point of view. Newsmen are 
■ '»r 
*> judicial system. They are not 
necessarily (Hit to sell papers or boost ratings. Jour­ 
nalists are, on the contrary, usually characterized by, 
a powerful sense of justice. 
Recognition u. u. oy the courts is essential. A juror may 
be unable to form an independent judgment because erf 
his own prejudices. That is why prospective jurors can be 
challenged. And, if publicity is thought to be a factor, 
trials can be postponed, venues changed, jurors 
sequestered. 
The newspapers are the custodians of the freedom of 
the press, once they begin to use that freedom to their 
own advantage they place it in jeopardy. Lest we forget, 
the liberty exercised by the press belongs to all the 
people and not the press alone. 
The press, whose livelihood is in the furnishing of in­ 
formation and opinion to others, therefore have both the 
privilege of freedom and the duty to make it worth 
keeping. 
The people can make freedom of the press worth 
keeping by writing their Senators and Congressmen to 
see that their freedom is never curtailed by legislation. 
To paraphrase Ben Franklin, we have our freedom, if we 
can keep it.

One pound of butter, $11.23; 
one gallon of milk, $12.49, and 
one pair of work pants, $80.69. 
Impossible? No, it is quite 
possible in the year 2021-45 
years from now, says the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis, if prices rise by 5 per cent 
a year. 
In an article entitled “So 
What, It’s Only a Five Percent 
Inflation,” the May 1977 issue of 
the bank letter warns of the 
dangers of accepting a five 
percent rate of inflation as a 
permanent fixture of our 
economy. 
A person now earning $6,240 a 
year would be earning $56,077 a 


year in 45 years if his salary rose 
at five percent a year. -But, 
whereas at $6,240 a year, this 
person would have received a 
$155 reftind on Federal personal 
income taxes in 1976 as a result 
of the earned income credit, in 
45 years he would have to pay 
$17,019. 
His after-tax money income 
would thus rise from $6,396 in 
1976 to $38,058 in 2021, or by less 
than the rate of inflation, 
leaving 
him with after-tax 
purchasing power of only $4,345 
in constant 1976 dollars, a 
decline of nearly one-third. 
The reason for this result is 
the progressive nature of the 
existing personal income tax 
structure in which taxes as a 
percent of income received rise 
from -2.5 percent to 30 percent. 
Inflation was the subject of a 
recent inquiry to Tax Foun­ 
dation, 
Inc., a non-profit 
organization engaged in non­ 
partisan research and public 
education on the fiscal and 
management 
aspects 
of 
government: 
“A state employment services 
administrator was paid $7,500 
per year in 1939-tax free. State 
salaries were no subject to 
federal income tax, and there 
were no state or city income 
' taxes as there are now. 
Assuming this employee had 
only two himself and his wife- 
what would his salary have to be 
currently to yield the same 
purchasing power as in 1939? ” 
The answer in horrifying! Tax 
Foundation said, assuming a 7 
percent rate of inflation in 1977, 
the employee would have to earn 
$44,245 in 1977, an «crease of 
$36,745, just to stay ev«, 
because of inflation and taxes. 
It is obvious we cannot, under 
any 
circumstances, 
become 
complacent about ev« the 
smallest percentage hike in 
inflation. Each hike adds up 
over the years to an unbearable 
amount and each contributes to 
ev« more inflation. 
No politician would think of 


proposing 100 percmt taxation. 
But politicians are not averse to 
letting the hidd« tax of inflation 
accomplish what it would be 
suicide for th « to propose 
openly. Indeed, most politicians 
openly endorse policies that 
promote inflation. 
Until there are long periods 
without any rise in the rate of 
inflation, we are actually losing 
the battle-if indeed it is not 
already lost.

The origin of the Jayhawk 
legend is lost in the history of the 
early pioneers, but the term “to 
Jayhawk” and the name 
“Jayhawkers” appeared in the 


1850s all the way from Illinois to 
Texas. According to one story, a 
wagon train was starting out 
from Galesburg, 111., for the 
California gold fields without 
much equipment or provisions. 
Whm asked how they expected 
to get across the desolate plains 
and mountains one member 
said, “We’re going to ’Jayhawk’ 
our way.” The party became 
known as "the Jayhawkers.”

During the Civil 
War, however, a regiment 
raised by Kansas Gov. Charles 
Robinson called themselves the 
“Independent Mounted Kansas

the Seventh Kansas Regim«t). 
By the end of the Civil War the 
word Jayhawk was associated 
with the spirit of comradeship 
and the courageous fighting 
qualities 
that

efforts to keep Kansas a free 
state. 
By 1886, the University of 
Kansas 
had 
adopted

mythical bird as part of the KU 
yell. Wh« the University’s 
football team first took the field 
in I860, it seemed only natural 
that they shoudl be called 
Jayhawkers.

No doubt the Soviets are 
curious about the secret 
computers, which track 
ship movements on the 
high seas and provide the 
Joint Chiefs with critical 
information about major 
weapons systems. 
Some experts fear that 
the computer sites lack 
adequate controls and that 
top-secret messages might 
be intercepted. As early as 
1974, the Systems Develop­ 
ment Corporation warned 
that the computers "con­ 
tain security deficiencies* 
and that "the entire system 
is vulnerable.* 
Our investigation has 
established, in fact, that 
various federal agencies 
furnish the Soviets with a 
massive volume of techni­ 
cal information. This 
amounts to over-the-coun­ 
ter espionage, with the cor­ 
dial cooperation of the U.S. 
government. 
Through this m ass 
espionage effort, the Sovi­ 
ets dredge up tons of raw 
information. "I would 
guess 90 percent of it is 
worthless,* one U.S. offi­ 
cial told us. "But it’s the 


remaining 10 percent that 
worries us." 
Here’s how it works: The 
two governments have 
agreed to exchange 'offi­ 
cial* publications. Each 
year, the United States 
delivers between 10,000 
and 12,000 government 
documents to the Lenin 
State Library in Moscow. 
The Soviet Union, in turn, 
sends a similar shipment 
of Russian periodicals to 
the Library of Congress in 
Washington. 
In quality if not quantity, 
the Soviets benefit the 
most from the exchange. 
These are documents, how­ 
ever, that neither side re­ 
gards as sensitive. But the 
Soviets also receive from 
Washington a monthly 
master list of all nonclaasi- 
fied documents that the 
federal government publ­ 
ishes. Some contain details 
that would be classified in 
any other country, such as 
the location of the com­ 
puter terminals. 
The master list is in­ 
dexed so the Soviets can 
easily determine which ad­ 
ditional publications might 
contain valuable informa­ 
tion. Soviet agents may 
purchase these directly or 
use surrogates to allay sus­ 
picion. Here are a few 
incidents we have uncov­ 
ered: 
- Two Soviet officials 
made separate approaches 
recently to the Office of 
Technology Assessment 
for a report on nuclear 
proliferation. They also 
1° be put on the 


mailing list. Now all this 
office’s reports are deliv­ 
ered to the Soviet embassy 
by the mailman. 
- Czechoslovakia and 
Hungary quietly signed up 
for 10,000 selective reports 
each year from the Na­ 
tional Technical Informa­ 
tion Service. The two coun­ 
tries are completely under 
Soviet domination; both 
were put on the mailing 
list. 
- Soviet representatives 
arranged with the Geologi­ 
cal Survey Office to send 
detailed maps, surveys, 
geological data and other 
information to 'acade­ 
mies* and 'institutes* in 
Moscow. The agency hap­ 
pily complied. 
- The Soviets receive the 
official Patent Gazette, a 
weekly publication, which 
lists all the new patents 
granted by the govern­ 
ment. Agents can pick up 
the specific patents that 
interest them. 
The locations of the com­ 
puter sites were listed in 
an obscure publication en­ 
titled "Inventory and Sum­ 
mary of Federal ADP 
Activities." But the docu­ 
ment wasn’t so obscure 
that the Soviets missed it. 
The General Services Ad­ 
ministration received a 
polite letter from the So­ 
viet embassy. 
T shall appreciate it 
very much," wrote an em­ 
bassy official, "if you can 
spare a copy of your recent 
publication, ’Inventory 
and Summary of Federal 
ADP Activities.’ Thanking 
you in advance for your 
cooperation." Hie sensi­ 
tive document was mailed 
to the embassy, with an 
accompanying "happy to 
assist" letter. 
The General Accounting 
Office, meanwhile, warned 
the Pentagon in 1975 and 
again in 1975 that the se­ 
curity of this computer 
system was inadequate.

one computer to another. 
He is also worried that 
anyone with access to the 
computer terminals could 
be bribed or blackmailed 
into turning over informa­ 
tion to an enemy. But Gen­ 
eral Paschall also assured 
us in a telephone interview 
that all communications 
links are secured with 
cryptographic equipment. 
In their vacuum-cleaner 
search for technical infor­ 
mation, meanwhile, the So­ 
viets also attend conven­ 
tions of such vital indus­ 
tries as aeronautics and 
electronics. The National 
Computer Conference al­ 
ways attracts Soviet repre­ 
sentatives who load up on 
the technological han­ 
douts. 
Congressional sources 
tell us that the Soviets send 
people to monitor military 
and technologlçal hearings 
on Capitol HM.The Soviets 
also subscribe to technical 
magazines. They gather 
information from a thou­ 
sand sources in a thousand 
ways, most of it without 
really violating our 
espionage laws.

Bankers’ Loans And 
Panama Canal Treaties * 
Poor Bert Lance. If he had 
only secured a job as negotiator 
on the Panama Canal, chances 
are the bloodhounds of the press 
and Congress would never have 
said a word about those alleged 
conflicts of interest in his past.

Panama’s own departmmt of 
planning has noted with alarm 
that debt services alone gobbles 
up almost 40 percent of annual 
revenues, and that the nation’s 
financial problems have made 
its creditors extremely nervous. 
In short, unless Torrijos can get 
his hands on the Canal-and the 
$50 million a year we are 
promising to pay him if he 
cons«ta to take it-he is in bad 
financial trouble. And so are his 
' creditors. 
Enter Sol Linowita, director 
and member of the executive 
committee of the Marine 
Midland Bank. Linowita’s bank, 
it turns out, is part of an in­ 
ternational group that has $115 
million invested in Torrijos. 
According to the State Depar­ 
tmmt, Marine Midland’s share 
of this deal is $4 mill!«, due for 
repayment in November 1983. In 
addition. Inter Union-Paris, of 
which Marine Midland owns 45 
percCTt, has a claim of $2 
million against the Panamanian 
govemm«t. Also, the parmt 
bank has $200,000 in claims on 
the Panamanian Hydroelectric 
Power Authority and the 
Agricultural Bank of Panama. 
Since Linowitz was put in 
charge of negotiating the treaty 
that would pull Panama out of 
its financial tailspin, and thus 
secure the investmmt of Marine 
Midland, these data would, on 
the face of it, seem to suggest a 
glaring conflict of interest. No 
so, according to the State 
Department, who legal advisers 
concluded 
that 
Marine 
Midland's stake of $4 million- 
plus 
constituted 
such 
a 
“relatively low level of financial 
transactions” that there was 
nothing to worry about (which 
conveys some notion of what is 
considered 
big money 
in 
Washington). 
Congress was, unfortunately, 
denied a chance to make its own 
decision on the matter, since 
Lonowitz never went through 
the 
confirmation 
process. 
President Carter appointed him 
as our co-negotiator for a six- 
month peri« — long enough to 
nail down the treaty, but not 
long enough to require a set of 
confirmation hearings in the 
Senate. 
All these points were in fact 
raised on the Senate floor by 
Sen. Jesse Helms (R.N.C.), but 
no hearing were held concerning 
the possible conflict on interest. 
There was no great ruckus in the 
press. The issue just sank into 
oblivi«. 
There was. however, * one 
response to the facts: In the 
latter part of March • six weeks 
after L«owitz had gone on the 
job - our Panama Canal 
negotiator discreetly resigned 
from the board of Marine 
Midland. Since th«, the subject 
has been politely ignored by all 
concerned.

worthless,* one U S offi­ 
cial told us. *But it’s the 


remaining 10 percent that 
worries us.* 
Here’s how it works : The 
two governments have 
agreed to exchange 'offi­ 
cial* publications. 
Each 
year, the United States 
delivers 
between 
10,000 
and 
12,000 government 
documents to the I^enin 
State library in Moscow. 
The Soviet Union, in turn, 
sends a similar shipment 
of Russian periodicals to 
the library of Congress in 
Washington 
In quality if not quantity, 
the Soviets benefit the 
most from the exchange. 
These are documents, how­ 
ever, that neither side re­ 
gards as sensitive. But the 
Soviets also receive from 
Washington a 
monthly 
master list of all nonclassi- 
fied documents that the 
federal government publ­ 
ishes Some contain details 
that would be classified in 
any other country, such as 
the location of the com­ 
puter terminals. 
The master list is in­ 
dexed so the Soviets can 
easily determine which ad­ 
ditional publications might 
contain valuable informa­ 
tion. Soviet agents may 
purchase these directly or 
use surrogates to allay sus­ 
picion. Here are a few 
incidents we have uncov­ 
ered: 
- Two Soviet officials 
made separate approaches 
recently to the Office of 
Technology 
Assessment 
for a report on nuclear 
proliferation 
They 
also 
asked to be put on the 


proposing 100 percent taxation. 
But politicians are not averse to 
letting the hidden tax of inflation 
accomplish what it would be 
suicide for then to propose 
openly.

The locations of the com­ 
puter sites were listed in 
an obscure publication en­ 
titled 'Inventory and Sum­ 
mary of Federal

Activities * But the docu­ 
ment wasn’t so obscure 
that the Soviets missed it. 
The General Services Ad­ 
ministration 
received a 
polite letter from the So­ 
viet embassy 
*1 shall appreciate it 
very much,* wrote an em­ 
bassy official, *if you can 
spare a copy of your recent 
publication, 
‘Inventory 
and Summary of Federal 
ADP Activities. ’ Thanking 
you in advance for your 
cooperation * The sensi­ 
tive document was mailed 
to the embassy, with an 
accompanying *happy to 
assist* letter. 
The General Accounting 
Office, meanwhile, warned 
the Pentagon in 1975 and 
again in 1976 that the se­ 
curity of this computer 
system was inadequate.

Bankers' Loans And 
Panama Canal Treaties 
Poor Bert Lance. If he had 
only secured a job as negotiator 
on the Panama Canal, chances 
are the bloodhounds of the press 
and Congress would never have 
said a word about those alleged 
conflicts of interest in his past. 
Where the Panama Canal is 
concerned, it seems such crass 
suspicions are not permitted. 
Consider the case of Sol. M. 
Lonowitz, one of the two U.S. 
negotiators who devised the 
Carter Administration's treaties 
on the Panama Canal and a 
major 
spokesman 
for 
their 
ratification 
Among his other 
talents Linowita is a mover and 
shaker in the business and 
banking communities, having 
served on the board of directors 
of Pan American Airways and 
the Marine Midland Bank of 
New York, and on the executive 
com m ittees 
of 
both 
organizations 
The connection is intriguing 
because there is a considerable 
group of American bankers and 
businessmen who have a heavy 
financial stake in the survival of 
P an am a's 
General 
Om ar 
Torrijos In an effort to attract 
financial support, Torrijos has 
made his country a haven for 
U.S. banking interests, with tax 
advantages 
and 
other 
privileges He has also run up an 
enormous debt with American 
bankers According to a sum ­ 
mary of the matter prepared by 
the 
L ibrary 
of 
Congress, 
Panama's debt to American 
banks shapes us as follows: 
“ (A) source in the Federal 
Reserve indicated that foreign 
branches of U.S. banks had 
claims 
of 
$1 886 
billion 
on 
Panama at the end of 1976, while 
the 
March 
1977 
Treasury 
Bulletin indicated that domestic 
uttues of U S banks had $886 
million 
in

against 
Panama as o! this date Adding 
the two figures results in $2 772 
t»iIIion in claims on Panama by 
I S 
banks and their foreign 
branches ” 


Despite this influx of outside 
money,. Panam a’s economu is 
falling apart. As a Statee 
D epartm ent 
m em orandum 
pointed out last year, Torrijos’ 
policies 
have 
dam pened 
productivity, 
pushed 
public 
spending through the roof, and 
made labor costs so high that 
Panam anian 
products 
are 
g ro s s ly 
u n c o m p e titiv e . 
Panam a's own department of 
planning has noted with alarm 
that debt services alone gobbles 
up almost 40 percent of annual 
revenues, and that the nation's 
financial problems have made 
its creditors extremely nervous. 
In short, unless Torrijos can get 
his hands on the Canal-and the 
$50 million a year we are 
promising to pay him if he 
consents to take it-he is in bad 
financial trouble. And so are his 
creditors. 
Enter Sol Linowita, director 
and member of the executive 
com m ittee 
of 
the 
M arine 
Midland Bank. Linowita’s bank, 
it turns out, is part of an in­ 
ternational group that has $115 
million invested in Torrijos. 
According to the State Depar­ 
tment, Marine Midland's share 
of this deal is $4 million, due for 
repayment in November 1983 In 
addition, Inter Union-Paris, of 
which Marine Midland owns 45 
percent, has a claim of $2 
million against the Panamanian 
government. Also, the parent 
bank has $200.000 in claims on 
the Panamanian Hydroelectric 
Power 
Authority 
and 
the 
Agricultural Bank of Panama. 
Since Linowitz was put in 
charge of negotiating the treaty 
that would pull Panama out of 
its financial tailspin, and thus 
secure the investment of Marine 
Midland, these data would, on 
the face of it, seem to suggest a 
glaring conflict of interest. No

The reasons behind this optimism is an im­ 
proved offense and a defense that was largely 
responsible for two straight MIAA titles. The 
defense this year might be the best ever at 
SEMO, and it is led by two young men from 
Sikeston - Jerry Dement and Shane Wagoner. 
“Shane was first team all-conference as a 
junior, and has been playing very, very well this 
season,” said head coach Jim Lohr. Wagoner is 
the heart of the Indian defense as he wheels and 
deals from his middle linebacker position. He led 
last year’s defense in tackles and has the lead 
this year through the first four games. The 1974 
graduate of Sikeston High does not fit the mold 
that most people might imagine. 
On the field, the senior from Sikeston is a 
terror to the opposition. In real life he is quiet 
and extremely humble. Coach Lohr recognizes 
both facets of Wagoner’s personality and put it 
this way: “Shane is one of the tougher players 
that has been through the university since I’ve 
been here. He's really tough, agressive football 
player. He’s also a team man and a gentleman. I 
can’t really say enough good about Shane.” 
While Wagoner is in the middle of almost 
every play, junior safety Jerry Dement calls the 
shots. As quarterback of the defense, the first 
year starter has been put in a difficult position. 
Not only does he call the plays, but he must fill 
the shoes of Dan Weiser, a 11-conference safety 
who is now playing in the Kansas City Royals 
baseball farm system. 
When Lohr was asked about this burden put on 
Dement’s shoulders, he replied that, “We’ve got 
two guys on our team that just love to play 
football.

Coach Lohr went on to say that, “Jerry is one of 
our leaders on defense. He's exactly like Coach 
(Terry) Smith told me he was when we recruited 
him. He’s not the biggest guy in the world, not 
the fastest guy in the world, but boy he sure gets 
the job done! ” 
The defense at SEMO, which has been the 
backbone of the team for the past few years, is 
being assisted by an improving offense. Players 
such as Bill White son of ex-Cardinal first 
baseman, and Phil Miller have added some 
electricity to the scoring. 
Senior Miller quarterbacked the last three 
SEMO games because of his ability to run the 
triple option.

I WAYNE, Maine (AP) - Or- 
|nithologist Olin Sewall Petting- 
ill Jr. surrounds himself with 
his work, in a house filled with 
pictures and books of the birds 
he has spent half a century 
studying, writing about and 
photographing. 
The former director of Cor­ 
nell University’s ornithology 
laboratory and wildlife film­ 
maker for Walt Disney is the 
noted author of books that have 
helped students and amateur 
bird watchers for years. 
Pettingill, who is 10, has a 
comfortable, 
Victorian^ra 
house by the water in this lake­ 
side community. Outside, there 
is little indication of his life­ 
long devotion to birds. But in­ 
side, the walls, floors and furni­ 
ture are covered with paintings 
and small wooden and porce­ 
lain sculptures of birds.
